HAT ARE YOUR problems? What de- 
\ \ / mands are being made upon you? 
Are you in need of healing? Do 


you seem to lack the good things necessary to 
make your life happy and pleasant? Are you 
faced with misunderstanding and inharmony at 
home, among your neighbors, in your work? 
Are you being unjustly treated? Does life seem 
boring, uninteresting, filled with unpleasant tasks 
and wearisome duties ? 

Is there another person you would help, one 
who seems overwhelmed by circumstances ? 

Count your assets. You have enough to meet 
the need. 

Do you doubt it ? Can it be that you are unaware 
of the resources that lie within you? Listen: 

When you came into this world you brought 
with you enough assets to meet any demand that 
might be made upon you, to weather successfully 
any storm or difficulty. 

Perhaps your: mistakes or shortcomings have 
blinded you temporarily to these wonderful assets 
of yours. Perhaps you have forgotten to take 
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stock of your assets recently. When you need help 
for yourself, when you need to help someone else, 
it is always helpful to consider your assets. 

When you count your assets, when you look at 
the inner resources upon which you can draw in 
time of need, you will find that you are richer by 
far than you ever dreamed of being. 

First of all you have a tremendous asset in your 
ability to be loving. No matter what the problem, 
no matter what the circumstances, you can be lov- 
ing. Love opens doors; love heals and blesses; 
love attracts; love sustains and comforts. Be kind 
to acquaintance and stranger; be friendly to the 
friendly and to the unfriendly. Love yourself. Do 
not scold or berate yourself but help and en- 
courage yourself. Be the loving, friendly, fine 
person you are capable of being. 

Another of your assets is your ability to be un- 
derstanding. Push back the clouds of ignorance 
and doubt by calling forth your ability to under- 
stand. Hurts, slights, misconceptions, suspicions, 
injustices melt before the sun of understanding. 
Be understanding of yourself and of others. Re- 
alize that motives are good but that their expres- 
sion sometimes is warped. Cling to the basic mo- 
tives and promote true understanding based on 
these motives. Understand the goodness, the 
sturdy fineness of character in the heart of your- 
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self and others. 

A great asset is your ability to use wisdom. You 
have the privilege of deciding whether to meet 
your problem with prejudices, snap judgment, 
and careless decisions or with wisdom, common 
sense, and good judgment. The birth of your wis- 
dom is in your decision to use the wisdom you 
possess. Common sense lights the path to health, 
to prosperity, to the adjustment of difficulties, to 
happiness and peace of mind. Begin now, today, 
to use this asset. Stop and think. Try to consider 
your problems impersonally. Be as wise as you 
can be. 

An asset you may not realize you possess is 
your ability to be courageous. You may feel afraid, 
but courage is one of the inner assets you can 
count on. Despite your fears, try to face the issues 
of your life with courage. He is bravest who keeps 
on even though he is afraid. You will find you can 
do it if you will but try, and you will be surprised 
how quickly your efforts to be courageous melt 
your fears. Courage knocks on the door to success. 
Courage frustrates sickness, routs injustice, sets in 
motion the forces for good. 

You have another asset by which you can trans- 
form a hostile world into a kindly universe, that 
can make you feel hope in the midst of despair. 
That asset is faith. Faith is the knowledge that 
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high above the storm clouds darkening your world 
the sun is shining as brightly as ever. Faith tells 
you that no matter what the circumstances, God 
is present in all His power. Faith brings confidence, 
poise, trust, freedom from fear. Faith can be de- 
veloped if you feel it is not among your strong 
assets. It is born of the knowledge that you are 
doing your very best and can depend upon God 
to understand and help you. God is sure and cer- 
tain. Faith in Him can be sure and certain. 

You have God as your supreme asset. You can 
always turn to Him. He is your one great asset, 
the sum total of all your assets. It is God within 
you that is your love, understanding, wisdom, 
courage, faith. That is why you can always de- 
pend on your assets; in the last analysis they are 
God Himself. 

These assets we have mentioned are but a few 
of. your assets. You have many more—patience, 
kindness, honesty, good will, diligence, cheerful- 
ness, to name but a few. They make the credit 
side of your life’s ledger far outweigh the debit 
side. 

There is one more asset that I have saved to 
mention last: prayer. Prayer is more than an asset; 
it is the key to the development of all your assets. 
No matter what problem you are faced with, no 
matter how annoying or how overwhelming it 
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may seem, you always have the ability to pray 
about it. 

There is power in prayer. Your mind is linked 
with God, the source of all power. Your thoughts, 
your desires, your efforts can be unified in prayer 
with the will of God. No obstacle can stand be- 
tween you and your good when you are unified 
with the will of God, for His will is all- powerful. 

There is relaxation in prayer. Stilling your body, 
quieting your mind, turning your attention inward 
in silence as you pray—all this will produce bene- 
ficial results of its own. Calmness and poise in 
mind and body will help you meet any problem. 
In prayer you contact the all-encompassing help 
of God, and the trust it inspires in you gives you a 
free, relaxed attitude. 

There is guidance in prayer. When there is 
doubt as to which way to turn, prayer will show 
you the way. In the quiet moments of communion 
with God you will find inspiration and leading. 
Where there is darkness, prayer will bring the 
light! 

Prayer is soothing, uplifting, strengthening. Do 
not forget this asset, for with it you can under- 
stand, call forth, and strengthen the rest of your 
assets. It is the awakener, the developer, the way- 
shower for the overcoming power of good within 
you. 
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Your inner assets are greater than mere ma- 
terial assets. When you cash a bond the number 
of your bonds has dwindled. When you sell prop- 
erty you have less property left. But when you 
draw upon and use your God-given assets they 
increase rather than decrease. The more love you 
express the more love you have to express. The 
more courage you call forth the more courage is 
left in reserve. 

When you draw upon these assets you also can- 
cel the liabilites that are their opposites. Under- 
standing destroys ignorance, wisdom destroys poor 
judgment, faith destroys fear. 

Do not say that a problem cannot be solved 
before you have counted your assets and put them 
to work. When you have done that, no problem 
can be too great for you. You will handle it suc- 
cessfully, and you will grow because of the ex- 
perience.

ture or know what inner problems may lie at the 
core of another person's life. If thoughts of con- 
demnation creep into my mind, I need to pray, 
silently, deeply, wholeheartedly, first that I may 
be tolerant and loving, secondly that God’ may 
enter and bless the person or situation.
